Nest you »ill be proapted for the Label 
to go on the Bottoi of the graph, You can pat in sosething lite Created

Title of the elements. If you are aaking a Line or Bar Sraph this sill be 

used to label what the nuabsrs you sill be entering. If you are asking a 

Fie Chart you can enter soiething like 'Months Value', Expedient 

and you can get what you Bant. Next coses the prospt for the nuaber of 
Decisals you sant then values to be printed out in. If you are working 
with shoie lumbers enter '0'. If you are Horking with dollars and cents 
enter a '2' for the proipt. Not* the «ork begins. Nest coses the prompt 
for hoa iany Eleients >-du will be entering. Because of the size of the 
text characters 1 have limited it to a sansui of 24 so that you sill 
be able to use at least a 2 character label. The lore eleients you have 
the less characters you Kill have. So lets say you are tsorking sith the 
uonths of 1987 you Mould enter 12, fere altost there. Next coaes the 
prompts for each E'esent Label, This is also a formatted entry that 
depends on the nuuber of elements you entered. Next enter the values for 
each of the labels. This entry also show the aasiius value according 
to the nuflber of denials used. This is done to get the aost information 
on the screen as possible. And after all that is done you dill be 
prompted for the type of graph to create. <F1> is for Line Graphs, <F2> 
is for Bar Sraphs and <J3> for Pie Charts. After you do that just sit 
back and natch the screen goto work. After the screen drasing is coaplete 
just press ANY KEY to return to the Main Nenu.

Loading/Saving; 



lihsn you first enter the prograi tils <F2> key Bill take you straight 
to the Load Option because there is nothing in tesory, So lats talk about 
loading first, Bnen you goto load the prograi proapts for a drive miiber 
to look for a file on. It will do a catalog and then proipt for a 
filenase to load. All Sraphs created Mill be saved nitti the /6FH 
extension so all you have to enter is the fiienaie and not the extension 
for the file to load. If the prograi cannot find the file on that disk it 
still return you to the iain aenu so you can try again. After it has read 
the data it Bill draw the graph. Just press Any Key to return to the Hain 
Kenu. Press enter to the filename prospt to abort the load, 

Sner, you goto the Save function, if you have previously loaded a 
file, after the drive to save to prospt it sill tell you to just press 
enter to save the graph using the current filsnaee, or you can enter 
another filenaae. Do not enter and extension then program automatically 
uses /SPri for the save function. If a file that you are saving is already 
on the diss it sill ask if you nant to Overwrite it. If you enter 'N" 
you can go Sack and save it under another mm, 



Editing: 



This is shere the flexibility coses in. Froi the Edit function you 



1; Change the type of graph froa one to another sittiout changing any data, 

2) Edit the nuaber of decimals to display. 

3) Edit all the labels. 

4S Edit the labels and values for the elements, 

5) Add another Etenent. Khen you add another Elesent the progras sill 
alter your previously entered labels so that they sill fit on the 
screen, you say have to go back and abbreviate ttiea. 

When you enter the nusber you want to change a W sarker appears 
nest to the data you are going to change. At the bottos of the screen the 
prospt appears for you to change the data. Just pressing Enter leaves the 
data unchanged. This is very useful alien changing the Labels and not the 
Values for an elesent or vice versa. After you have entered the net* 
inforaation then graph will be redraw, After it cospletes the graph just 
press any key to return to the Edit Itenu, 



Other Sates of Interest; 



Since the Hi Res Files take up 19k of disk space 1 as using just 
data files to store the graph inforsation. If you sant to save the screen 
to a Hi Res file to use in a slide shea or sosething like that, just esit 
ttie prograi after you have completed the graph to your satisfaction and 
use the BSAVE/CHD progras to save it. 1 have included 3 sasple files 

1) LISE/6PH -- Sar.pie line graph 

2) BAR/8PH — Saiiple bar graph 

3) f'lE/SPH — Sa-tple pie chart
